Dr. Herron Administers a Rebuke to 
the National Lawgivers. 
4ssoc ed Press Leased-wire Service. 
CHICAGO, June 6. —Something of a den- 
sation was created. at last nigbt's session 
of the American Congress of Liberal Re- 
ligious Societies: Dr. R. D. Herron of 
Iowa College, of Grinnell, Iowa, delivered 
a scathing rebuke on the abuses against 
humanity arising from ftmperfect and vi- 
cious legislation, and had to pause re- 
peatedly while the audience applauded hie 
sentiments.

He believed that the fathers of 
this country had given the country con- 
stitutional means for redeeming tts laws 
from the epecial disorder of a destructive 
individualistic legalism, from a political 
tion of a pat.y servitude into the 
order and glory of a divine ‘social democ 
racy 
At the elses of the session Dr. Hipech 
announced a gift to the Jewish Ma 1 
Training- school for the instruction of chil- 
dren of Russian refugees of $20,000.

„Duck“ was the former klog of Ruffalo 
Bill’s rough riders, a wild cowboy turned 
circus man. Buck,“ sober ini daring, 
was the pride of the Wyoming Wild West 
show on May 28, but on that dite he re- 
signed, with pyrotechnic accom animents, 
stampeded five Lorses from tine circus 
tents in Liberty, N. V., where be shew 
was, for services rendered, and rode to 
Monticelle to sell his string. Some of the 
showmen gave chase, found the horses in 
a livery Stable, and, having scouted about 
town long enough to discover hat e big 
cowboy was away. rode off with he mounts, 
only stopping long enough to ay that 
Taylor had selected horses which were 
not owned by the man who owed him 3700. 
But the men made the mistake of leaving 
the cowboy’s horse behind, and within an 
hour be was spurring after them, r’Ccing a. 
few men cam. He came upon them at full 
gallop, a revolver in each hand, wich a 
yell that won the battle at the start. He 
Mned the mei up in the roadside ditch, 
cut the horses loose and rode off.

ATLANTA (Ga.,) June 6.—A _ speciai 
from Tuckogee, Ala., says that about twenty 
of the best citizens of that town gave one

Mise Hoyt says the effect of these re- 
marks, which were published the follow- 
ing day, was to intimate to the public that 
she was insane and was restrained of her 
liberty because of her inability to care ‘or 
her person and ertate, all of which is 
false, malicious and untrue. From 180 
to 1889 Miss Hoyt was engaged in a contest 
over the will of ber father, Jease Hoyt, 
who died in 1882, leaving about 57.000.

In her complaint in this action Miss Hoyt 
says that her mother testified in the sur- 
rogate’s court that she was not and never 
bad been insane. She says that she once 
sued some relatives and two executors of 
her father’s will for heavy damages for her 
incarceration in an insane asylum, but the 
matter was settled.

During the conflagra- 
tion a magazine exploded and killed ninety 
Chinese. The German gunbcat Itlis fired 
on the Chinese forts at Hobo, presumably 
‘because a merchant steamer with Tang, 
the former President of the socalled re- 
public of ‘Formosa, was on board, with a 
number of refugee Chinese soldiers, and 
was not allowed to leave. The ports were 
silenced by the fire of the gunboats. Sub- 
sequently the merchant steamer proceeded. 
The British cruiser Rainbow left this 
morning for Tamsui.

_GEOLOGICAL SURVEYS. 


The Plan of Operations for the Com- 
ing Fiscal Year. 
_ Associated Press Lensed-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, June 6. — Secretary 
Smith has approved the plan of operations 
kor the coming fiscal year submitted to 
him dy Director Wolcott of the Geolog:cal 
Survey. Out of a total appropriation of 
$515,490 for the surveys, $118,700 is to be 
devoted to geological purposes. 

In the Rocky Mountain region the Aspen 
mines of Colorado will be studied and pre- 
liminary surveys made of the mining re- 
gions of New Mexico, Arizona, Colorado, 
Utah, Wyoming, Idaho and Montana. This 
will cast $7000. 

In the Pacific Coast region J. 8. Diller 
will use $4000 on the coal and gold mines 
of Oregon. Three parties. will have $8000 
to use in California. There is allotted to 
keep up the petrographic laboratory, $8000 
for coal investigations in Washington, and 
$9500 for work in the gold flelds of Alaska. 

In the diviston of hydrography there will 
be two parties, one in the East and another 
in the West, having respectively $2000 and 
$1000 to expend. The work consists of 
gauging streams and examining the water 
resources of the country. In the mining- 
resource districts, a register of all the 
mines in the country will be made, and 
the work of mapping the mineral deposits 
will be. begun. For topographical work 
the Atlantic region is allowed $40,000, and 
the Central Rocky Mountain and the Pa- 
cific regions $30,000 each. In the survey- 
ing department preliminary triangulations 
will be made in Colorado, Oregon, Wash- 
ington and Indian Territory. 


MARE ISLAND DOCKS. 


A Prospect of Their Enlargement by 
the First of July. 
4ssociated Press Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, June  6.—Commodore 
Matthews, chief of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks of the Navy Department, re- 
turned to Washington today, having been 
abeent a month, inspecting the navy-yards 
and docks in the South and West. Commo- 
dore Matthews went to Mare Island, Cal., 
evpecialfy to see if the docks at that place 
could be enlarged 80 as to accommodate 
the heavy warships of the navy. This 
could be done, if the appropriation were 
now available. The money, however, can- 
not be used until July 1, and probably 
the work of enlarging the dock will be 
commenced soon after that date. 
Commodore Matthews thinks there 
should be a large wooden dock built at 
Mare Island, to accommodate the United 
States fleets in the Pacific. The com- 
modore visited the new Puget Sound dock 
and wae much pleased with the manner 
in which the work was progressing, and 
expects the dock to be completed in Sep- 
tember.

Steamer San Juan Arrives 
with the Saved. 


Their Stories of the Catastrophe— 
Due to the Vessel Having 
Been Overloaded. 


Women and Children Drowned in 
Their Staterooms—No Time to 
Lower Boats—The Cap- 
tain Blamed.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—Seventeen 
survivors of the ill-fated. steamer Colima 
arrived in port today on the San Juan. 
When she docked, hundreds of friends 
and relatives of those who went down on 
the Colima were assembled. awaiting the 
landing of the paesengers. Groups of 
women, with tear-stained faces, and knots 
of anxious men, implored every one on 
board for tidings of the lost, all hoping 
against hope that there might have been 
some mistake in the dispatches, and some 
name omitted among the saved. How 
keen was their disappointment even in 
the face of the inevitable assurance that 
there was no hope, was evidenced in their 
bitter lamentations. On the upper deck of 
the eteamer were a few happy people 
whose pleasure contrasted sharply with 
the grief of the bereaved. There were 
the friends of the survivors, who were 
enrbraced and congratulated at their mi- 
raculous rescue. The Colima seurvivors 
who landed today at this port were:

The seventeen men saved from a watery 
grave, when they had all given up hope 
of rescue, were a sorry-looking party 
when they arrived at the mail-dock. Some 
hed their arms in slings. The heads of 
others were swathed in bandages. They 
limped as they walked, and their bruices 
were plainly in evidence, All looked thin 
and weakly, and showed only too plainly 
the effects of the terrible strain during 
the fearful hours when they waited suc- 
cor. The stories of the eurvivore all 
confirmed the telegraphic accounts of the 
divastér. They agree that the cause of 
the foundering was the top-heavy condi- 
ae of the Colima, due to her bulky deck- 

ad. 
south, they eay, the eteamer acted badly 
and would not answer her helm. 

The storm which sunk her was encoun- 
tered about 4 o’clock on Monday night, 
May 27, and blew furiously during the 
next fourteen hours. The vessel lost 
e@teerage-way, ewung ehoreward in the 
teeth of a furious southeasterly gale, 
where she lay helplezesly battered by the 
mighty tidal waves. The steamer kay 
helpleesly on her side for about fifteen 
minutes, and then tipped over and sank. 
The women and children were drowned in 
their staterooms, where they were con- 
fined during the gale. Those passengers 
who had been on deck were thrown into 
the Sea. Many were killed and horribly 


mutilated by the lumber on the 
Colima’a deck, blown by the wind 
and hurled on the heads of the 
struggling men in the water. The raft 


upon which Cushing, Sutherland, Richard- 
sen and two others were afloat, drifted 
about for twenty-four hours. They gave 
up all hope until the San Juan hove in 
sight. They attracted her attention by 
holeting a red piece of cloth and waving 
their clothes. 

On the raft with the passengers were 
two sallors. seized a small cask of 
claret, of which they drank until they 
became drunk and quarre'some. To eave 
the lives of the rest on the raft, the men 
say they were obliged to push ome sailor, 
mad with drink. into the sea, where he 
drowned. The passengers say that there 
was no time to launch the boats or to 
put on life-preserver:, when they realized 
the serious plight of the Colimm, and be- 
sides the fury of the storm made it im- 
possible to launch or man the boats suc- 
ceasfully. Those who secured life-pre- 
servers got them in the water, and those 
in the boat picked up dy the San Juan 
clambered into her as she floated near 
them struggling in the sea. 

Ae soon as the San Juan was fast to the 
whart the third officer, the storekeeper and 
Seaman Aviles, the three men of the crew 
of the Colima rescued, were called to the 
office of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany to make their statements about the 
wreck. The relation of each one was taken 
in shorthand, signed and sworn to. 

Schwerin asked Third Officer Hansen of 
the Colima to make a statement regarding 
everything he knew of the movements of 
the Colima, commencing at the time he 
left Mazatlan until he was taken on board 
the San Juan, in connection with the loss 
of the Colima, and to tell everything he 
knew. sparing no one. 

Hansen said. When we left Mazatlan 
we had fair weather and heavy southeast 
swell. which lasted until 6 p.m. ‘We got 
heavy east-southeast wind and sea. The 
southeast swell increased. We had heavy 
rain and swells the whole night. At 
6 a.m., May 27, the wind increased to a 
heavy gale. The ship was hove to and 
continued to roll heavily. She bore up 
nicely until 10:15 o'clock, when she Lost 
three starboard lifebcats, and things re- 
mained quietly until 10:45 o'clock, when 
she listed heavily over to starboard. She 
remained in that position about two min- 
utes, when she capsized and sank, in 
about three or five minutes, stern first. 
Before she listed the captain ordered me 
to put the deckload adrift, and heave it 
over the side. and before I got ready to 
heave it all she capsized.’’

A THRILLING STORY. 

A. J. Sutherland of Seattle, who was 
one of the heroes of the Colima disaster, 
tells a very thrilling and graphie story 
of his experiences during the hurricane 
that swept the steamer from the seas 
Throughout the hours of anxiety and 
dread he preserved his mental faculties 
and observed all that passed around hins 
with an extraordinary calmness. 
“Everything was quiet when we were 
in Manzanillo harbor,’ said he, “but im- 
mediately we went out to sea it began t3 
blow and became rough. Two hours out 
the wind began to increase steadily in 
fury, ahd kept on getting worse until the 
steamer collapsed. During the night ths 
sea Was growing more and more terrible, 
but yet it caused no great excitemes? 
aboard, except among some nervous pas 
sengers. It was only an hour or two be 
fore we went down that any real signs of 
alarm could be seen among the passen 
gers and crew.

he and the officers were expect- 
ing a ‘terrible storm, and made prepara- 
tions for tt. The glass fell down all at 
once, 80 fast that it frightened them, 4 
they took the plugs out of the steering 
apparatus so as to be ready to steer from 
the stern and lashed down everything se- 
curely and took in awnings. Just at the 
time of the collapse it got very dark, Dut 
the real darxness came on when we were 
on the wreckage floating about. That 
was the most awful hurricane I ever saw, 
and I have beet -trough Kansas cyclones. 
I never saw anvrning like it before.

they were lashed fast by sailors at the 
imminent risk of their lives. 

“The whoie this went to pieces at ones, 
say three to five minutes from the 
time the cteamer listed until she sank. 
As she rolled, all the while list:ng teeper, 
che lower tier of staterooms were filled 
with water by every successive sea *lay 
swept over us. The women and children 
were in the rcoms holding on to something 
to save themselves from being battered te 
death by the pitching and roiling. IK wag 
witerly impossible to keep our feet. ever 
while holding fast with our bands to *Bs 
railing or whatever we could grasp. 

“After we took the last fatal list the 
cabins started, and I climbed up to the 89 
cf the hurricane deck. I realized then that 
we were gone. Both the rcofs of the 
cabins and everything above the bull 
crumbled away like a bit of sof: brick 
ins:amianeously. I was thea outside amid- 
ships, hanging on to a rail behind the stays 
or ropes that stay the masts and scrambled 
into a lifeboat. From that point I saw 
the deckhouses and two rows of staterooms 
go overboard. A mast fell onto the bout 
and shoved K into the water. Then I wag 
off the ship. The cabins were coming to 
wari me, churning and crudching iwo 
splinters and crushing the people who were 
washei away with chem. Above the roar 
of the gale I could hear the screams and 
yells. Tae wreckage and men and women 
were mixed up in a frightful nrass as the 
timbera were crushing out lives before my 
eyes. No one could have escaped from 
that awful mass of broken timbers (iat 
kept on churning and smasbing in the 
waves. 

“Only the bare hull was left with masts 
sticking up, for everything above the iron 
was swept away. During the listing even 
the hull was filled up with water, but she 
kept aficat though very far down. Sud 
denly there was an explosion. The masts 
ratsed back out of the water and the bun 
Hfted up and then she titted and weng 
down in an instant. stern Ast. I don 
think there can be any question but that 
the boilers exploded. I learned that there 
were explosives stored far ak-, but te 
explosion was amidships. [ ‘dre the 
hull to pieces and the Cohn sank like @ 
flash. 

“There were a number of women and 
Chimese down in the steerage who would 
not be let up on deck, and they never got 
out alive. Everyone of them went dows 
with the explosion in the hull. 

“The first one I saw near me was Mrs. 
Irving, and then a stout lady who came 
up near the bfeboat which I was lucky 
enough to be thrown against. I pulled 
Mrs. Irving into the boat, and after her the 
ether lady. They had been taken from 
their stateroom a little while previously 
by officers, as the partitions had been 
smashed by the waves, leaving an opening 
into the diming-room. It was only by that 
mere accident that they were not ground 
to death in the wreckage of cabins. Twice 
these ladies were thrown out of the beat 
and twice I got them back.

Once I got astride the keel and 
held her up by leaning over to one eide 
and holding her firmly by the hand. But 
this could not be sustained long, and as 
the boat tipped I went over. As I came 
up I tried to tip the boat on its keel, and 
then I lost Mrs. Irving. She sank from 
sheer exhaustion after a noble battle for 
fe. Peters sank, too, but I never saw 
him again, though he was saved. ' 

“When we were in the water the worst 
trouble began, for it was only then that 
the hurricane etruck us with its full force. 
The day was dlackened and the rain fell 
in solid masses. It was not a cyclone, 
but a circular whirlwind that caught us 
in its very center and would draw the 
wreckage together in a circle for a great 
dietance. Yet bodies, struggling men and 
women, life-rafts and battered boats all 
went into the dreadful vortex. Then a tre- 
mendous wave would rise from under- 
neath, like a mountain bursting forth and 
Scatter the wreckage everywhere around. 
It was in this vortex that those who es- 
caped from the ship were stunned or killed 
outright from being literally ground to 
death by driftwood. 

“How did I escape? If I saw a log ora 
mass of wreckage coming down upon my 
head ten feet above me, I jumped from 
my boat and dived. The only thing to do 
to avoid being cut or killed was to dive and 
then come up again and swim for your 
raft. The water was extremely buoyant, 
and I would come up anyhow, though at 
ene time I thought I would be better dead. 
All night long I sat in the submerged boat. 
and when I got cold 1 would crawl down 
into the water between the seats. Fortu- 
mately the water was very warm and com- 
fortable. I was about twenty-three hours 
n the water when picked up by the San 
Juan. About an hour or two before sun- 
down the ocean was calm as an island 
lake, all strewn with bits of the lost Co- 
lima. At one time I was close to the shore 
and could see the rocks distinctly, but at 
daylight next morning I found my raft 
drifting far out to sea with only a dim out- 
fine of mountains where the coast was. 

“I saw the San Juan at 8 or 9 o'clock in 
the morning. but was not picked up un- 
til 11 o'clock. My boat was very low in 
the water, almost under the surface, and 
so it was long after I sighted the San Juan 
that their lookouts found me. The captain 
of the San Juan made a circuit of thirty 
miles ‘and started north about noon. He 
might have picked up more if he had 
Stayed cruising around all the afternoon 
I don't think I was two miles away from 
the rest of the rafts that he picked up.“ 

“Was anybody to biume ter the wreck 
of the Colima?’ 

“They have not got a ship that would 
have lasted five minutes in that hurri- 
Came. It was beyond human skill to ma- 
meuver a ship through it successfully. The 
hurricahe, or whatever clues of storm it 
Was that caught the Colima, would crush 
the stoutest ship aficat as if it were a 
timy toy. Look at the terr ble force of 
the waves. They tore every stitch of 
clothing off fram us before we were ten 
minutes in the water. Men and women 
alike were shorn of covering by the wind 
ami the sea. When I eaw Prof. Whiting 
for the last time all he had upon him was 
the shoulders of his coat; the rest was 
torn to atoms and blown away. Poor 
fellow, he had dost bis mind; the 
le fate that fell upon hic wife and chil- 

, for he must have known full well 
that they were swept down to a frightful 
death in that churmming ‘wreckage, tock his 
Senses from him. I beliéve that he could 
mot realize his position shortly before he 
went under the waves. > 

“The captain stayed by ha post to the 
last. Just before the exploricn I saw him 
clinging to tlre railing of the bridge, and as I 
whirled away in the water, he gave two 
faint’ blowe of the whistle, Dut he never 
left the bridge. He sank with hie ship.“

The three eurviving offi- 
cers of the Colima have been summoned 
to appear tomorrow and tell their stories, 
in addition to the affidavits that were made 
to the officials of the Pacific Mail. 


ANOTHER STORY OF THE WRECK. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—The Call, in 
its account of the wreck of the Colima as 
told by the surviving passengers, says: 

“The ship was overloaded, badly loaded, 
top-heavily loaded, all agree to that. When 
the gale struck her she weathered it 


badly. Then she careened. There was a 
list to starboard and she did not right 
again. Men called out to the captain to 


cut away the deckloading of heavy spars. 


The captain was obdurate. He knew his 
business, or fancied that he did, and 
would brook no suggestions from what he 
called the terrified and panic-stricken 
passengers. And they probably were all 
that he called them, for they could see 
death staring them in the face, while the 
eaptain remained blind. The pity of that 
Blindness; it cost more than 150 lives, 
that blindness, that obdurateness. 

“The ship listed more and more. With 
apprehension everybody waited, held their 
Dreath till she should bear up and right 
again, but she did not right. She listed 
atill more. Then she lost her steering 
power. The captain rang for more steam 
and would not cut loose the deck load 
that might have saved her. Steam could 
mot save her. The engines were taxed 
to their utmost; still the vessel listed. 
The panic on board grew worse, the fear 
of death more intense. Then the captain 
gave orders for the crew to keep the pas- 
sengers within bounds. Whether these 
orders went so far as to withhold life-pre- 
servers from the passengers and to per- 
mit those who sought to do so to come on 
deck, where they might have had a chance 
of battling with the waves, is not known 
at this time. Perhaps some further in- 
— will shea some light on the 

nt. 

“At all events the effect of those orders 
Was to turn the crew and subaltern of- 
ficers into a band of tyrants, who acted 
as though they sought to prevent any one 
from escaping the doom that yawned be- 
fore them. Steerage and cabin passengers 
say that they sought to qbtain life-preserv- 


ers and were forcibly restrained from do- 


ing so. Down in the steerage a guard was 
posted at the companionway door, and 
those who escaped to the deck in time to 
cast themselves into the sea before the 
Vessel went down did so only by main

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—As soon as 
the San Juan docked, Pacific Mail officials

Yes- 
terday the committee cabled the offizials 
of the University of Pennsylvania Athletic 
Association: ‘‘Unable to accept challenge.“ 
The Aesociated Press has obtained from 
the Oxford-Cambridge committee the fol- 
lowing statement of the reasons which 4n- 
duced this decision: 
First—The Oxford-Cambridge Athletic 
Association would be overweighted from 
the outset in competing with a team 
which, it is understood, contains represen- 
tatives of all the American universities. 
To make such a contest equal the challenge 
of the Americans should be so worded es 
to allow athletes from all the universities 
Represen- 
tatives from Oxford, Cambridge, Bdinburgh 
and Dublin, for instance, should be allowed 
to participate to make the event fair fer 
all concerned. 
Second—The Oxford-Cambridge commit- 
tee felt that the first right of challenge 
ought to be conceded to Yale in considera- 
tion of the fact of Yale having sent a crew 
to England in 1894. At the recent confer- 
ences of the Oxford-Cambridge, the mat- 
ter was discussed and the situation fully 
canvassed so far as Yale and Harvard 
were concerned.

the hands of the revolutionists, their com- 
plete success will be only a matier of a 
few days. 

ORIENTAL TRADE. 
Consul-General Gernigan Says That 
Uncle Sam is Losing It.

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Consul-General 
Gernigan at Shanghai has sent to the State 
Department his observations on the com- 
merce between Japan and China and 
Korea, which, he says, will. present new 
phases as a result of the termination of 
hostilities. He says that the competition 
among Japanese merchants for Korean 
trade is vicious, and has demoralized the 
trade. 

Gernigan calls attention to the fact that 
there is not in China or Japan a banking 
institution conducted by American capital. 
Great Britain, France and Germany have 
banks in China and Japan, he says, and 
the merchants of these countries are sup- 
ported by the banking institutions of their 
own countries, and they have been dividing 
the profits of Asiatic commerce. Ameri- 
can merchants in Asia are compelled to 
transact their business through foreign 
banks. Not many years’ ago the American 
interest was of first consideration at 
Shanghai and American commerce whitened 
Asiatic seas. Now other nations are push- 
ing ahead, although geographically the 
United States should dominate and supply 
with the overproduction of their fertile

The Western Half of Cuba 
to be Invaded. 


A Strong Force to ‘be Organized 
by Col. Enrique Collao 
in Florida. 


Spanish Officials Keeping a Close 
Watch on the Prilibusterers— 
Capt.-Geri.” de ‘Campos 
Calls for Troops.

JACKSONVILLE (Fia.,) June 6.—A spe- 
cial to the Florida Citizen from Fernandina, 
Fla., says that the master-stroke of the 
Cuban revolutionary movement in this 
country will occur within three days. The 
principal leaders of the party in the United 
States gathered at Jacksonville two days 
ago, but yesterday afternoon they quietly 
skipped over here, took carriages and went 
to Ocean Beach, where they stopped at the 
Strathmore Hotel. From an adjoining 
room the Citizen correspondent heard the 
whole of the proceedings, which began at 
8 o’clock in the evening, and lasted until 
a late hour. As appeared from the conver- 
sation, most of the expeditions hitherto 
have gone from San Domingo, but the 
board decided thet the next bold effort 
must be from the United States coast south 
of Charleston. A fleet of light-draught ves- 
sels could go unnoticed through Bahama 
Channel, and then at night make short 
runs for the northern coast of Cuba, where 
there are many bays easy of access for an 
expedition, and are poorly guarded. The 
plans of the insurrectionists as far as 
completed were as follows: 

That as all plans for the carrying of the 
insurrection into Cuba had heretofore 
worked most satisfactorily, and the easte- 
ern part of the island had arisen, the 
western half was ripe for rebellion. The 
consulting boards decided that the expedi- 
tion should be made ready at once; that 
it should sail from a point between Bruns- 
wick, Ga., and Mayport, Fl.; that it 

commanded by Col. Hurique 
Collao, the war-scarred veteran of 1868-78, 
and that the fleet should be guarded by 
three newly-built torpedo-boats of the 
latest pattern, of great speed and manned 
Lieut. Tomas 
Collao is to be the staff officer, and Col. 
Collao’s small army is to be recruited from 
the Cubans in the United States and picked 
Americans from the Southern States. Men 
already collected by Henry Brooks, who is 
now in New York city, and who is to ac- 
company the expedition as a member of 
Collao’s staff, are also to be enrolled. 

Collao is to land the expedition at some 
point in the province of Puerto Principe, 
where fortes collected by Gomez and Marti 
will co-operate. The expedition is to 
1 in Cuba within thirty days. In aidi- 
tion to this plan of operation much gener- 
al information was given during the deliber- 
tions. The province of Pinas del Orras has 
arisen and the insurgents Rave made more 
progress in the present rising of three 
months’ duration than was made in seven 
years commencing in 186%. It is believed 
that within a month the whole island will 
de in arms for the Cubans and that Capt.- 
Gen. Martinez de Campos is exerting ev- 
ery effort to be recalled to Madrid before 
the arrival of the disaster which be be- 
lieves is sure to overwhelm the Spanish 
Moreover, Jose 
Marti will be in Florida within the next 
ten days. 

DE CAMPOS ASKS FOR MORE MEN. 

MADRID, June 6.—(By South American 
Cabile.).. Capt.-Gen. Martinez de Campos 
sent a cable message to the Spanish gov- 
ernment announcing ‘that several insur- 
gent leaders are expected to effect a land- 
ing in Cuba and, owimg co fresh disturb- 
ances on the islatids, asks for reinforce- 
ments of six battalions of infantry. The 
Cabinet decided to send ten additional 
battalions to Cuba without delay. 

The Republicans in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties today formulated a rer lution, ask- 
ing the government to respect free discus- 
sion of Spanish affairs, particularly re- 
ferring to the insurrection in Cuba. The 
resolution was rejected by the overwhelm- 
ing majority of 132 to 19. 

TWO LBADERS OUT OF THE FIGHT.

Stupendous Influence of the Money 
Power—Subjugation as Prob-

SPRINGFIELD (n.,) June 6.—The let- 
ter written by Gov. Stone of Missouri in 
answer to a letter written him by Gov. 
Altgeld, inviting him to attend the silver 
conventioh, was read to the convention 
last night. Gov. Stone expressed regret 
as his inability to be present, and added: 

“The struggle upon which you are en- 
tering is to be the most momentous and 
important, involving more American peo- 
ple than any which has occurred since 
the close of our civil war. The demand 
for the restoration of silver coinage comes 
from the common people: The people 
who ask this boon are the industrial 
masses of the country, those who toil 
in the field and the shop constitute tho 
forces behind the movement. I do not 
say that all who belong to that class 
favor the free coinage of silver, but I 
do assert without fear of sincere or intel- 
ligent. contradiction that the demand for 
silver coinage is supported by those who 
labor for a livelihood, who are person- 
ally engaged in some field of industrial 
employment. It is the demand of the 
common people. 

“I b8lieve a large majority of the Amer- 
ican citizens are on that side of the ques- 
tion. On the other hand, we find in gor- 
geous battle array the hosts of plutoc- 
racy. I do not say, for it is not true, 
that every man who flashes his sword 
under the standard of gold is a pluto- 
erat, or that all such are indifferent to 
the honor or welfare of the country, but 
I do say that the aggregate and concen- 
trated wealth of the country, the moneyed 
aristocracy, dominates, directs and con- 
trols the forces arrayed against those 
who are in the battle for bimetallism. I 
do not believe that the ascendancy of that 
influence is calculated to promote the 
happiness of the people or the well-be- 
ing of the country, for I have observed 
no evidences of reform in the character 
and disposition of the money-changers 
since Christ scourged them from the 
temple. 

“But the power of money is enormous. 
It exercises a stupendous influence. It is 
vigilant, alert, resourceful-and unscrupu- 
lous. It can attract the brightest and the 
most influential men to its side. It can 
control .the great metropolitan class, 
which is the most powerful, politically, 
in the republie. It can dupe, contami- 
nate and debauch every source of power, 
the people themselves. Money is king, a 
heartless, sordid, brutish king.. The peo- 
ple revolt under tts suppressive and de- 
basing rule, but subjugation is as prob- 
able as victory. The opposition is com- 
pact, confident and aggressive. There 
will be no division in its ranks. Every 
effort will be made to excite discord and 
dissension among us. Treason will be 
found in our midst, arid trusted leaders 
will be betrayed. Our greatest danger 
= be the lack of cohesion and co-oper- 
ation. 

“The battle to be fought will be a 
struggle of giants, and it involves more 
of weal or woe, present and future, to 
the American people than any struggle 
which they have engaged in for a gen- 
eration. In this tremendous combat it is 
fortunate that the great State of Illinois, 
on whose bosom sleep the ashes of Lin- 
coln and Douglass, two great champions 
of the common people, shall take the lead. 

The note of cheer. which your gallant 


Democracy will send forth will stir the 


hearts of our people with hope and cour- 
age and the fervor of patriotism.

Scraggy root, such as 
will be produced where the subsoil is dry 
and hard, will not yield a satisfactory per 
cent. of sugar. Deep plowing and ther- 
ough surface cultivatPon, the two requi- 
sites in producing a good crop cf sugar- 
beets, are also the two processes which 
most surely and effectually conserve water 
supply. Hence it is, that if a crop of 
beets is properly planted ar] cultivated, 
the water used to trrigate them can be 
made to go a long way. A few acres of 
sugar beets, well tended, ‘will pay the cul- 
tivator a karger pr-fit than a bic field of 
wheat at current prices.

TURKEY'S 


The Powers Notified to Let 
Them Alone. 


Conditions in Armenia Are Not Re- 
garded as Exceptional by 
the Sultan. 


A Less Warlike Feeling, However, is 
Reported—Said Pasha a Fre- 
quent Caller at the Brit- 
ish Embassy.

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 6.—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) The situation, as far as the 
eettlement of questions in dispute between 
the Turkish government and the represen- 
tatives of the powers, regarding reform 
in Armenia is concerned, shows considera- 
ble improvement today. The improvement 
is undoubtedly due to the firm attitude 
of the powers in positively refusing to ac- 
cept any modification of the programme 
mapped out for improvement in the con- 
dition in ‘Armenia. The Turkish Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, Said Pasha has paid 
frequent visits to the British embassy 
since the reply cf the Porte to the note 
of the powers was delivered, and it is 
hoped that it will result in persuading 
the Sultan to accept the inevitahle as 
gracefully as possible. 

The incident of the assault upon the 
French officer by a Turkish officer may 
doe as closed, for the Turkish 
government has assured the French em- 
bassy that it will accord the fullest satis- 
faction, and an indemnity will be paid 
the French officer. In addition, bis assail- 
ant will be tried before a military tribu- 
nal, and will be punished, if found guilty. 
The rioting Bedouins have destroved the 
cholera bospital, erected at Jeddah for the 
care of the sick pilgrims traveling to and 
from Mecca. The Turkish garrison at 
Jeddah has been reinforced, but the pop- 
ulatton will remain on the ships in the 
harbor until the arrival of the warships, 
then their safety. will be guaranteed. 


MUST NOT DISTURB HIS INTERNALS. 


LONDON, June 6—A dispatch to the 
Daily News from Constantimople states 
that the Sultan declares that no changes 
are necessary except to modify existing 
laws, and as these alterations would be 
applicable to the whole population, he de- 
nies the right of the powers to interfere 
in the internal administration of the 
affairs of the empire, while no indication 
has been given which appears to show 
that the condition of the Armenians is to 
be im amy way as exceptional.

(Lippincott’s Magazine:) Pounding 
beans, which Emerson sneers at, would 
not be degrading or belittling or unworthy 
a man of brains, if here and there a man of 
manetal force would show that his brain 
and brawn need a. «me into conflict. 
If, over the land, Taoreaus would demon- 
strate that a day of toil in the fields can 
be followed by an evening Of rational, 
intellectual enjoyment, the world would 
quickly advance beyond the present stage 
of agitation and unrest that needs a 
standing army to preserve even the sem- 
blance of order. 

If the philanthropists would attack the 
problem of inellectualizing work, the 
workman would de benefited indirectly 
more than any efforts directed at the 
masses will avail. No work that the 
world calls for should be looked upon 
by a favored few as beneath mankind. 
More mischief lurks in a sneer than about 
a cannon’t mouth. Thoreau Stands for 
two conditions which neither Emerson nor 
Lowell nor any great man of letters or of 
science or of political economy has ever 
dreamed of dispaying upon his banner:

Stick to International Bimetallism. 


(Review of Reviews:) The large develop- 
ment of Asitaic industry and commerce 
that is expected to take place within the 
next few years must affect profoundly thie 
question of the monetary standards. China, 
Japan and Ind 4 are monometallic silver 
countries. Their proportionate influence in 
the commercial life of the world is dez- 
tined to increase rapidly. ‘Austratia is fast 
becoming a convert to the silver cause, 
and in the natural order of events it is 
certain that South America and Mevico, 
also belonging to the silver-using portion 
of the world, must increase in the scalc 
of commercial importance. The necesa ty 
for a constant par of exchange between 
the gold standard and the silver standard 
countries must therefore grow constantiy 
stronger. These changing conditions will 
make it easier rather than harder to ar- 
tive at an intermational agreement upon 
a coinage ratio between the two metals. 
The time will come when, with the grow- 
ing commercial power of the Asiatic 
countries and Latin America, the Unite1 
States, France and Italy could expect to 
secure the adherence of Russia to a bi- 
metallic agreement; and England and Ger- 
many would find themselves under tke 
ececsity of yielding to the logie of events. 


The Apricot in Southern California. 


(Henry Johnsen in Land and Water:) 
Apricot culture has extended over a large 
portion of Southern California. The lo- 
calities best adapted to its cultivation, 
however, are the foothills and the higher 
portions of the interior valleys, with a 
warm and even temperature. Low, wet 
and cold localities should never be se- 
lected, for there the crop will be irregular 
and uncertain, and the trees infested with 
scale. 

The time of setting out the trees is of 
greatimportance. It is generalty well under- 
stood that the trees should be planted be- 
fore the buds begin to swell in the spring, 
but it is of equal importance to plant them 
before the roots start to grow, and this 
takes place long before the buds begin to 
swell, generally about the middle of 
February, or sometimes earlier. Medium- 
size trees with plenty of fibrous roots are 
preferable to large ones with overgrown 
roots. After the trees are planted they 
should be cut back and watered immedi- 
ately. If thorough cultivation is then kept 
up all through the growing season a 
splendid tree growth can in most places 
be made without irrigation. If water for 
irrigation, however, is available, it can 
be applied to good advantage in producing 
larger tree growth. Bearing trees are es- 
pecially benefited by watering them 
when the fruit is grown to almost halt 
its natural size. 


CURING THE FRUIT. 


In order to produce a good article it is 
necessary to allow the fruit to ripen on 
the trees. The gathering of the fruit is 
often facilitated by placing a large 
canvas under the trees. This r — 
split from one side to the center in order 
to fit up snugly around the trunk 
of tiie trees, and also to cover de 
whole surface of the ground under the 
limbs. A judicious person can then shak- 
the limbs gently with a pole, bringing 
down the ripe fruit without kuccking 


down the green. This will lessen the ex- 
pense of picking mraterially. After the 
fruit is cut and placed in the trays ‘t 
should be sulphured as soon as possidie, 
— turns dark quickly after it is ex- 


For convenience in sulphuring a prac- 
tical way is to stack the trays filled with 
fruk in solid piles five feet high, eight 


feet long, three feet wide, then make a 


light frame well braced to fit over this 
pile, cover this with tarred paper, and 
you have a cheap and convenient sulphur 
house. Two men can readily lift this off 
and place it over the trays when they 
are ready to sulphur. The length of 
time required for sulphuring varies with 
the tightness of the box used for the pur- 
pose. Generally from three to four hours 
is sufficient, or at least until the cups of 
the fruit are half filled with liquid before 
the fruit is removed. Sun-drying is gen- 
erally practiced in the interior,where there 
isseldom any fogorrain during the dry- 
ing season. Properly speaking the fruit 
should be cured, not dried. After being ex- 
posed to the hot sun till it becomes limp 
or half dry, the contents of two trays 
should be dumped and epread evenly on a 
third tray. also containing fruit; this 
should then be covered with an empty tray 
turned bottom-side up so as not to touch 
the fruit and allow the air to circulate over 
it. In this condition the fruit undergoes 
a process of curing by which the sweet 
juice turns into syrup and is crytallized in- 
etead of evaporating. If the fruit is taken 
up in the heat of the day. then placed 
in tight boxes and covered, the worms will 
never trouble it. 

In a favorable locality from the time 
the trees are 6 years old they should pro- 
duce an average yield of 250 pounds of 
fresh fruit to the tree, taking it one year 
through another. When properly cured 
five pounds of fresh fruit will make one 
of dry. The cost of producing is a little 
less than 4 cents a pound, ready for the 
market. Allowing seventy trees to the 
acre, when the dried fruit ie selling at 5 
tents a pound, this would give us $35 an 
acre clear profit, besides making a liberal 
allowance for labor. While there is no 
great cause for enthusiasm over these fig- 
ures, it makes a favorable comparison with 
other branches of industry in these times. 
Tsese figures, however, include only lo- 
calities favorable to the apricot, like San 
Pasqual, the “Gem Valley.“ There is but 
one safe rule to be guided by in making 
a selection of the varieties of fruit to plant 
in any section, and that is to plant the 
variety best adapted to the locality.—(Read

Camphor Trees for Florida. 


(Florida Agriculturist:) The far-reach'ng 
effects of the recent blizzard in F'orida 
in adding to the diversification of the veg- 
etation of the State are becoming daily 
more and more apparent, says a Washing- 
ton dispatch to the Citizen. Since the 
freeze, ‘hundreds of letters have been re- 
ceived at the Agricultural Department n- 
quiring as to valuable plants and trees 
that might be substituted for those which 
were killed by the frost. 

Especially numerous have been the re- 
quests for infonmation as to the possibili- 
ties cf the camphor tree and for speci- 
mens of it to be sent out. Of the 10,009 
plants propagated by the department this 
year, all but a few hundred have been dis- 
pb and many more are being called 
or. 

Letters from planters in Florida state 
that the few camphor trees already grown 
there were in many places the only non- 
native vegetation to withstand the cold. 

The camphor tree is a species of laurel, 
and a mative of Japan. It is easily pro- 
pagated from its seeds, which much re- 
semble those of the pea. It has been suc- 
cessfully grown in tht country as far 
north as Charleston, S. C. 

As long as twenty years ago, a few spec- 
imens existed in Florida, but they were 
rare and scarcely known. A dozen years 
azo, it was desired to find a shade tree 
chat would flowish in the dry sands of 
the State, and it was discovered that the 
camphor tree filled every requirement. The 
borticulturists of the department then be- 
gan sending out quantities of seedlimgs to 
be used as shade trees, it not being thougni 
at that time that they would be commer- 
cially valuable. 

Within a few years, however, the rise 
in the price of camphor from 15 to 60 aud 
75 cents a pound, due largely to its use 
in the manufacture of smokeless powder, 
has changed the situation, and it is now 
proposed to use the camphor tree for pro- 
ductive as well as ornamental pu 

The trees grow rapidly and yield tneir 
camphor at an early age. Every part of 
them—trunks, branches, twigs and leaves 
is saturated with it. The apparatus for 
obtaining it is simple. The fresh leaves 
and twigs are chopped up, mixed with 
water and boiled. A sort of roof of 
thatched straw is put over the kettle en] 
the steam allowed to escape through it. 
The camphor sublimes on the straw, and 
is scraped off and saved. 

By skillful pruning a large quantity of 
leaves and branches can be removed from 
a tree every year without injuring eitner 
tts appearance or its health. 

A small quantity of camphor, made as 
an experiment from Florida trees, has 
recently been sent to William Saunders, 
the horticulturist of the department. A 
large number of young camphor plants 
are now being propagated from seed ob- 
tained in Japan. 


Covering Wounds. 


(Florida Agficulturist:) The wounds 
made on growing plants and trees should 
always be protected by some application 
as soon as they become dry enough for it 
to adhere well. Common paint is better 
than neglect, but amy cement of the char- 
acter of grafting wax is better. One of 
the best substances, both for its neatness 
and its long adhesion to the surface of 
the wound, is the well-known shellac 
varnish, consisting of a strong solution of 
shellac in alcohol. To prevent the neg- 
lect which so often occufs, either be- 
cause the owner “did not think of it.“ 
or because he had nothing of the kind at 
hand, it is well to have a preparation 
made in time. Procure a wide-mouthed 
bottle, and insert a brush to be used in 
applying it, by making the cork a part 
of the handle. This will prevent drying 
up, and it will be always ready. Those 
who have time to attend to it, may make 
the turpentine and resin mixture, by 
using a half-pound each of resin and tal- 
low melted together, adding a spoonful of 
turpentine when it is cool, with two 
ounces of alcohol and an ounce of water, 
heating again and stirring rapidly. This 
is a good application, but is not so deli- 
eate for fine plants as the shellac. If it 
becomes too thick, add alcohol. 


Curing Figs in Australia. 

Garden and Field of Adelaide; South 
Australia, gives the following as the 
method of handling figs in that colcay. 
The practice in Australia does got appear 
to be essentially different from that in this 
State, but our fig-growers may be fter- 
ested in knowing just how the Australians 
do it: 

Gather the figs when they begin to wilt 
and show small white seams. Place them 
on traye similar to raisin trays, aod place 
in the sun to dry. Tura by hand every 
day for several days, and then by .urning 
the trays as in the case of raisins.. The 
trays should be stacked and covered every 
night. When the figs show the same dy- 
nezs in the morning as in the evenimg they 
are dry enough. The right degree of dry- 
ness is important. Do mot over-dry the 
fruit. The time taken will depend upop 
the weather, and may vary from five to 
twelve days. 


When dry they may be placed in the 


sweat boxes for a few days: that is to say, 
they may be emptied into clean boxes, eay 
empty jam cases, limed with paper, eo that 
the extra dry ones may abeorb some of 
the moisture from those not quite 680 dry, 
and so equalize the sample. They may, 
however, be dipped and packed right away. 

Prepare a veesel of boiling seawater, or 
failing that, add about three handfuls of 
rock salt, such as is sold to place in horse 
mangers, to every gallon of boiling water. 
Table ealt will mot answer the same pur- 
pose as the unrefined galt, because the 
hatter contains other substances. While the 
water is boiling dip the figs for two sec- 
onds, and immedietely work them between

eye downward and the etalk end upward, 
in tmitation of the Smyrna figs. This ope- 
ration dietrfbutes the thicker skin around 
the eye of the fig evenly, so that in eat- 
ing we get parts of the thicker and of the 


thinner ekin at each bite. It also places 
the thin ekin on top, so that when the 
figs are packed they present a bright ap- 
pearance. During the thumbing the ope- 
rator’e fingers require to be constantly 
wetted with salt water to prevent the 
sticking of the sugar to the fingers. At 
first, the dipping gives a ealt taste, but 
as the ealt is distributed through the 
fig it adds to the flavor. The figs are 
then ready for packing. ; 


The Bantam. 


(Poultry and Stock Review:) The bantam 


is a little fowl but it is entitled to more 
consideration than simply a pet for chil- 
dren. Its eggs are small, but exceedingly 
rich, and certain breeds, notably Sea- 
brights and games, are prolific. Must the 
dweller in crowded city quarters, just be- 
cause he has little room, be denied the 
privilege of producing a few fresh eggs oc- 
casionally, and must his children be 
doomed to the hard lot of being forced 
to be deprived of all the sweet compan- 
lonship of living pets? By a Uttle car- 
pentering a drygoods box is quickly made 
fit for the habitation of several bantam 
fowls. The little birds are in nobody's 
way. They live, thrive and lay many eggs, 
while their food has consisted mainly of 
table wastes that otherwise would pay no 
dividends. The breeder may hatch his ban- 
tam eggs much later than it would be 
proper to hatch the eggs of full-sized birds. 
But a limited time is required for the de- 
velopment of such a little bird, so chicks 
may be hatched as late as August or Sep- 
tember and yet be reasonably sure to make 
good growth. Ordinary sized fowls, on the 
contrary, would be of little use or value 
if batched so late. It is an unfortunate cir- 
cumstance that some breeds of bantams 
are particularly tender and fall easy 
victims to cold and roup. Probably their 
constitutional vigor has been destroyed by 
too close inbreeding and the breeding from 
too immature stock. Of course, the prac- 
tices have been resorted to in order to 
dwarf size and build up a race of birds 
from two or three as parent stock, but 
there is a limit beyond which the breeder 
should never go. 


Poultry Points. 


(American Cultivator:) We wonder 
whether the fact that wheat is now cheaper 
than corn as a poultry food has had any- 
thing to do with the low price of eggs this 
winter. It certainly has been fed this 
wimer by many who Would not have used 
it t the price had been double that of 


corn. 

The eggs intended for the early hatching 
should not be allowed to get chilled be- 
fore they are brought from the henhouse. 
Even when weemingly uninjured, the germ 
of the egg, the vital part from which it is 
to come the future chicken, may be en- 
tirely destroyed, in which case there will 
be no chicken, or it may have simply lost 
some of its vitality, and there may be a 
weak, feeble chicken that perhaps will not 
live more than a dew days or ‘weeks, or if 
carefully cared for will Hve tong, but be 
of slow growth, and unprofitable generally. 

We learn that there is a lively demand 
now for thoroughbred cockerels, particu- 
larly for the two favorite but not too high- 
priced breeds, the Plymouth Rocks and 
the brown Leghoras. Such fowl could 
have been obtained before Christmas much 
more easily. and three or possibly four 
could have been bought for the price cf 


two now. Many who had euch thep 
have killed them, in order have the 
room they occupied to use fot other fowl. 


and possibly for chicken-hatching, as it is 
only those who make a specialty of raising 
fancy fowl and have room enough who 
can devote the space necessary to keep 
surplus cockerels until March. Such par- 
ties as do keep them expect to be well 
paid for so doing. 

Last fall, however, there were thou- 
sands who had raised chickens from eggs 
or fowl bought of these same breeders, 
and probabily nearly. if not quite as good 
as the best that were raised by the high- 
priced breeders cf fancy stock, who pre- 
ferred to dispose of them in some other 
way instead of advertising them. and now 
have none to sell. While we do not ques- 
tion their wiedom in so doing, for they 
know better than we do the reasons each 
one had for reducing their flocks, we can 
question the wisdom ocf those who 
neglected to buy ener in the season. 

It is true that the cockerels then were 
mot in full feather, and might not have 
shown their perfection as well theq as 
now. What was good then would probably 
be better now, 


last fall, he would have been reasonably 


sure of two good ones among them, while 
he might have disposed of the others to 
scme one less critical, or even killed and 


eaten them, without any toss to himself. 
There are very few people who think 


they must introduce new blood into their 
stock, and very likely a cross of some 


and if the buyer who 
needed two this spring had bought four 


breed which is not represented among 
their mengrels, and thus they keep om 
breeding mongrels until they have forgot- 
ten where they started, and then they 
are ready to sell their entire flock, and 
either give up the business or start anew 
with some breed which has taken their 
fancy, but which they will be likely to 
try to mix up and cross in the same 
way a few years later. While we have 
both pity and contempt for such poultry- 
breeders, we know that they are often the 
best customers fer the culie from the 
poultry-yard@ of the more careful Dreeder, 
and, as they will not learn to take a 
good breed and stick to it, they may as 
well be allowed to epoil their flocks ta 
their own way as in any other. 

A Pennsylvania paper says that Weg- 
horns and Black Spanish lay white-sielled 
eggs, and for some reason these are the 
most readily marketable,”” which may be 
true in that State, Dut is not true around 
Boston. The brown eggs sell better 2, 
and for these the Langshans, Brahmas 
and Plymouth Rocks are most desirable. 
Country stores sometimes aseort them, and 
usually get from 2 to 5 cents a dozen more 
for the eggs with very dark brown bells, 
if the color is natural and not the result 
ef dirt. We are not ure that thts preju- 
dice for the color of the shell is well 
founded, but we know the prejudive 
against dirty shells is. The shell of the egg 
is porous, and anything so powerful in 
its odor as hen manure will penetrate it 
very quickly.

NEW INSOLVENCY ACT. The insol- 
vency act of 1895 went into effect on the 
26th of last month.

THE "INDIVIDUAL” SYSTEM. 


The “individual” system of instruction, 
which has been given only a partial trial 
in our public schools, is too important a 
matter to be disposed of through partisan- 
ship or prejudice. Nor should the adverse 
opinions of some teachers, whose work may 
have been somewhat increased by the sys- 
tem at the outset, be allowed to force the 
abandonment of the system. Public-school 
teachers are servants, not masters, and it 
is their duty to obey orders like other pub- 
lic servants. 
or to change systems, but to conform to 
auch systems of teaching as may be 
adopted by the proper school authorities, 
whose duty, in turn, it is to do the will of 
the people, when clearly expressed. The 
“individual” system is entitled to a fair 
and friendly trial for at least six months 
in some if not all of our city schools. It 
should not de put upon such a test with 
defeat organized in advance. It should be 
given a perfectly impartial trial, without 
passion or prejudice, with a view to find- 
ing out the good there is in it. It is un- 
worthy of an advanced community like Los 
‘Angeles to condemn this system without a 
thorough and fair examination in actual 
observation. Especially is this true in view 
of the fact that in many, communities, 
where the individual system has had a 
fair test, the verdict in its favor has been 
clear-cut and decided. 

Let, then, the educational authorities of 
the city rise superior to the unworthy in- 
fluence of popular clamor and the raucous 
rattle of personal prejudice and private 
interest. Let them boldly and justly de- 
cide to give the improved system a chance 
for its life. Let it be given a six months 
trial on its merits, without prejudice for 
or against, and at the end of that time let 
the final decision be made—a decision 
based on the facts, the merits and the 
evidence adduced. If the system has then 
proven bad, let it be condemned; if it has 
proven good, let HK be adopted fully and 
finally. 


THE OUTLOOK. 


Great Britain is always on the anxious 
eeat ‘when her many interests are threat- 
ened, and she is at present casting anx- 
jous glances into the future with the de- 
eire of being assured of her industrial su- 
premacy in time to come. Many of the 
leaders in the Englisch business world are 
indulging in fears of ‘Asiatic labor and 
Asiatic invasion to an extent that may 
pointedly interfere with European condi- 
tions of life and production. Already they 


“are beginning to cast jealous eyes upon 


Japan and China, those new forces among 
the nations, recognizing the possibility of 
China and Japan developing enormous 
menufacturimg capacity and ship-Duilding, 
and then filling the neutral markets of the 
world with campetHion products. It is a 
possibility looked forward to with any- 
thing Dut cheering anticipations, and 
which if realized will require the building 
of industrial relations on an entirely dif- 
ferent basis. Gays a recent writer on 
economics, The world is nearing a new 
birth, in thought and methods of think- 
ing rather than in better methods of 
doing. Yet the defects of past develop- 
ments and past systems of government are 
being rapidly weeded out, and that quickly. 
The scrap heap and the weeds corner are 
growing, ami society is clearing away the 
debris that has accumulated in its furious 
haste to get on with a ‘will that insures us 
in the near future clearer and purer so- 
cial, moral and material surroundings.” 
The world will adjust itself gradually to 
all the great changes which are taking 
place in it and the result will be some- 
thing better than the past has known. 
The advancing civilization of the Orient 
may afford us same new problems to 
solve, but im the emi it will serve to the 
advantage of the race. 


HENRY CLEWS ON SILVER. 


Henry Clews, in his financial review for 
the current week, has something to say 
about the silver question. Here is an ex- 
tract: 

“Europe seems to no ionger attach any 
Serious importance to the position of the 
silver question in this country. Observers 
there seem to have reached the conciu- 
sion that our agitation about about free 
coinage is but an ephemeral phase of pop- 
uler ignorance, destined to disappear un- 
der the influence of the conservative com- 
mon ‘sense of the people at large, and their 
Judgment is a safe one. In the South and 
West a very marked reaction against na- 
tional free coinage has set in under the 
diffusion of information through¢the vari- 
dus sound-money agencies, and the best 
Judges of sentiment and politics in those 
Sections agree that the silver kings can 
make no further progress in their efforts to 
create a xovernment market for their 
product. There is a quasi-conservative ele- 
ment among us who have clung to the 
hope that a settlement might be reached 
through establishing international bimet- 
ailism, but the hopes of that class are 
fading detore the growing evidences of 
the improbability of bringing about such an 
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CAMPAIGN ISSUES. 


Democratic politicians, from Cleveland 
down to his pettiest officeholder, are well 
aware that if their party were to go into 
the next campaign on the tariff issue they 
would be knocked higher than Gilderoy’s 
traditional kite. The people have already 
rendered their verdict, in no uncertain 
terms, on Democratic tariff reform,” 
not only in the Congressional election of 
last November, but in every election, 
State or municipal, since Cleveland as- 
sumed the Presidential chair. 

It has thus become imperative that the 
Democracy shall have“ 4 new issue, since 
the old is no longer one to conjure with. 
The free-trade issue has therefore been 
dropped and the free-silver issue has been 
put forward by one faction of the Democ- 
racy, and has been fostered, through op 
position, by another faction. Between 
these two factions a great dust has been 
stirred up, in the hope that the really- 
important issue—the tariff—may be lost 
sight of. 

This will not avail to save the Demo- 
cratic bacon in 1896. The silver question 
is important, as it has been for some 
years past; but it is no more so today 
than it was in 1892, when it cut scarcely 
any figure in the campaign. The financial 
ills under which we have suffered and are 
suffering had their origin in the tariff 
jugglery which began soon after the in- 
auguration of Mr. Cleveland. If the tariff 
had been let alone by the present adminis- 
tration the fevenues of the government 
would have been sufficient for its ex- 
penditures, we should have had no de- 
ficit, and consequently would: not have 
been obliged to borrow $160,000,000, or any. 
other sum, to maintain the gold: reserve 
and pay current expenses. The finances 
of the nation would thus have been in 
excellent condition, there would have, 
been no panic, money would have been 
plenty, business active, and labor em- 
ployed at good wages, as in 1891-92; hence. 
there would have been no excuse for the 
violent silver agitation which has been 
inaugurated by factions of the Demo- 
cratic party in order to divert public at- 
tention from the mistakes and follies 
and defeated issues of that party. 

The Democracy, though appearing to be 

hopelessly divided on the silver question 
at present, has a way of gettting to- 
gether with great celerity just prior fo 
election day, and usually presents a solid 
front of opposition to its opponents, no 
matter what dissensions may rage within 
its ranks. It is not advisable, therefore, 
to place too much reliance upon Demo- 
cratic dissensions. 
The Republicah party, at its national 
convention, will define the status of silver 
and of gold in such manner that no true 
friend of either metal can dissent there- 
from. It will define the position of the 
party upon the currency question 80 
clearly that no one can misunderstand, ' 
and that party will speedily bring order 
out of chaos, if placed in power. The 
latter contingency depends largely upon a 
wise selection of leaders. It is important 
and imperative that no mistakes of this 
character shall be made at the outset. 
The tariff will be the central issue of 
the campaign, and the leading candidates 
stand on this supreme issue. 


‘The dispatches report that several prom- 
inent Republicans of the East have 
launched a “boom” for ex-President Har- 
rison as the head of the national ticket 
in 1896. It is to be hoped that this re- 
port is false, as it probably is. Mr. Harri- 
rigon is undeniably a man of brains, but 
he is not the man for the Republican can- 
didacy in 1896, and it seems incredible that 
any considerable number of Republicans, 
East or West, can regard him as an avail- 
able candidate. The Republican party will 
have an assured ‘victory in 1896 if it has 
the wisdom to nominate a popular candi- 
date. Maj. McKinley is undoubtedly the 
candidate preferred by a great majority of 
the party. He is eminently the “logical 
candidate,” and it would be worse than 
folly to throw away upon Benjamin Harri- 
son the chances of victory; for McKinley 
would sweep the country from one end to 
the other with a tidal wave of Republican 
victory. The convention will nominate Mc- 


Kinley by acclamation if it wants a win- 
ner. 


The United States is the wealthiest na- 
tion in the world. Not only is it the 
wealthiest nation, but by far the larger 
portion of its wealth has been acquired 
during the era of tariff protection. Popu- 
listic bloviators and free-trade attorneys 
often discourse upon the concentration of 
wealth,” but it is a fact that in no other 
nation on earth is the total wealth so 
generally distributed among the people as 
it is in the United States. In no nation 
are so high wages paid for labor as here. 
The laboring men of the United States live 
upon a vastly higher plane than do those 
of any other country. These are facts 
which Populist bloviators and free-trade at- 
torneys generally ignore, seldom having 
the hardihood to deny them. 


There is a great outcry from the Debs 
and Altgeld organs against the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. It is as- 
sumed by these organs that some of the 
“rights” of labor have been taken away 
by the Constitution. Nothing could be 
further from the truth than such an as- 
sumption. There is nothimg in the decision 
which destroys or withholds a single right 
of any citizen. The right of men to quit 
work, singly or in a body, is not ques- 
tioned, nor is the right of the citizen to 
perform any lawful act denied. But the

police station at 5 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing to make inquiries his 
whereabouts. Her description of him 
convinced the officers that the ‘dead man 
was Sutcliffe, and when she went to the 
undertaker’s to view the body her worst 
fears were confirmed. Suteliffe was about 


50 years old, a man well known in bun- 


ness circles, well off financially and of 
temperate and exemplary habits. His. 
death was due to heart disease, which, 


had for some time troubled him, although. | 
he was feeling very ‘well when he left his

Squabble of City and County 
Boards Over a Sewer. 


Board of Education Has Revised the 
Recommendation of Acceptance 
of Certain School Sites.

The Board of Park Commissioners yes- 
terday asked for plans and specifications 
to be submitted for the contruction of a 
bandstand at Westlake Park. A full re- 
port from the Board of Education, em- 
bodying recommendations to the City 
Council in the matter of purchasing new 
school sites, has been filed with the City 
Clerk. An ordinance to regulate the oil 
industry is being prepared by individual 
members of the Council, but is hardly apt 
to pass that body in its entirety.

The Hospital Sewer. 
THE COMMITTRBE TOOK ACTION ON 
THE IMPORTANT MATTER. 

The Sewer Committee of the Council 
met yesterday morning and took action 
upon the much-discussed hospital sewer 
question. The contention in the matter 
has been between the Council and the 
Board of Supervieors as to the relative ex- 
pense to be sustained by each body in 
the construction of the sewer. 

The Sewer Committee has prepared the 
following report, which will be submitted 
to the Council: 

“In the matter of the communication 
from the Board of Supervisors, referred to 
this committee, we recommend that the 
City Clerk be instructed to send the fol- 
iowing communication to the board: 

At the time we had conference with 
you we left with the understanding that 
you would pay one-third of the cost of the 
sewer to accommodate the County Hospi- 
tal. The amount you now offer falls far 
short of the one-third cost of the sewer. 
We ask that you fulfill your pledge to the 
property-owners and members of the City 
Council, who appeared before your honor- 
able body, and appropriate $1400 for said 
sewer. When this is done, we will order 
the sewer constructed. We believe that 
this will not be one-third the cost of said 
sewer, as we have examined into the 
matter more fully. and believe that the 
sewer will cost more than the estimate 
first made to you, as the pipe alone will be 
about 95 cents per foot. We ask that you 
give this matter favorable consideration.“ 

The ‘committee took further action in 
the matter of the protest against a sewer 
on Ohio street, between State street and 
Second street, recommending the same to 
be heard on Monday, June 17, at 9 
o'clock a.m. 

The recommendation was also made that 
the Street Superintendent be authorized to 
have a manhole constructed on Broadway 


sewer at the corner of Third and Broad- 
way.

The little game of battledore and shut- 
tlecock which is being indulged in by the 
Council and Board of Supervisors, with re- 
gard to the proposed and very necessary 
sewer for the County Hospital, is exciting 
some weariness among those who are af- 
fected by the delay in the matter. 

The procedure thus far has been after 
this fashion: 

Council makes the reasonable request 
of board that they pay some portion of the 
expense incurred in the building of the 
sewer. 

Board is fearful of being squeezed, but 
the necessity for action is apparent, and 
it is agreed to stand one-third of the ex- 
pense—an expense of $2400. Meanwhile 
the sewage blows. 

Councii then discovers that estimates 
have been much too low; sewer will cost 
$5200, and informs the board of this fact. 
After a vast deal of wordy war the board 
coyly raises its hand and makes it $1000. 

Council receives the proposition, refers 
t to the Sewer Committee; Sewer Commit- 
tee prepares a statement—must have $1400 
from the board; statemem will by and by 
be submitted to Council; Council will for- 
ward it to Board of Supervisors; Supervi- 
eors may make it $1150. etc.

PROPOSALS FOR THE PURCHASE OF 
CITY BONDS. 

City Clerk Luckenbach has prepared a 
notice inviting proposals for the purchase 
of city bonds, which proposals will be con- 
sidered by the Council on June 24, 1895. 

The bonds offered for sale are 306 pub- 
Ue-school Improvement bonds of the de. 
nomination of $1000 each; 40 water-system 
improvement bonds of the denomination 
of $750 each, and 40 central police station 
improvement bonds of the denomination 
of $1000 each. All of these bonds dravx- 
ing interest at the rate of 4% per cent 
per annum, payable semi-annually. Inter- 


est payable in gold coin at the Chemical 
National Bank of New York. 


The public-school improvement bonds 
are divided into seven blocks of forty 


bonds each, and one block of twenty-six | 


bonds: the water-system improvement 
bonds into one block of forty bonds, and 
the central police station improvement 
bonds into one block of forty bonds, and 
beginning July 1, 1896, one bond of each 
block will become due and payable an- 
nually. 

Proposals will be received for the en- 
tire issue or for one or more blocks. No 
proposals for the bonds will be enter- 
tained at less than their face value and 
accrued interest. ° 

All proceedings leading up to the is- 
suance of these bonds have been sub- 
mitted to Judge John F. Dillon of New 
York city for examination, and opinions 
obtained declaring them valid and legally 
binding obligations of the city of Los 
Angeles, which opinions are now on file 
in the office of the City Clerk, where they 
will be delivered to the purchasers of the 
bonds. 

A certified check to the order of the 
City Clerk for $10,000 must accompany 
each proposal as a guarantee that the 
bidder will purchase and pay for the bonds 
in accordance with his proposal, and a 
failure to take and pay for the bonds 
within twenty days after the acceptance 
of his proposal will forfeit his deposit of 
the sum mentioned, which sum shall be 
construed as liquidated damages for a 
breach of contract. 

The present bonded indebtedness of the 
city is placed at $1,259,200, the total value 
of assessed city property at $47,396,165, 
while the actual value of the property of 
the city is set at $100,000,000. 

The amount of bonded indebtedness 
which the city can assume, as regulated 
by act of the Legislature, is 15 per cent. 
on the total assessed value of property. 
which would admit of bonds being issued 
to the amount of $7,109,424. 


Park Commissioners. 
THEY CONSIDER THE BAND-STAND. 
MORE SEATS NEEDED. 
The Board of Park Commissioners met 
yesterday morning and considered the 


question of erecting a band-stand at West- 
lake Park. 


Several plans for the band-stand, drawn 
by different architects, were discussed, 
but mone of them was accepted. It was 
finally decided to advertise for plans and 
specifications, the total cost of the stana 
not to exceed $800. 

Ex-Mayor W. H. Workman spoke of the 
need of more seats in the city parks, sug- 
gesting that the board procure a number 
of additional ones. Superintendent Me- 
serve reminded the board of the low state 
of thelr exchequer, but it was decided to 
advertise for sealed proposals for the fur- 
nishing of 100 new seats. 

The question of purchasing three band- 
stand pavilions, now in use at Sycamore 
Grove, was considered. The price asked 
for the pavilions is $540. If purchased they 
will be placed in the Hollenbeck, Elysian 
and Echo parks. 

The invitation from the Fourth of July 
Committee to participate in the parade was 
accepted by the board. 


An Oil Ordinace. 
A RESTRAINING MEASURE THAT MAY 
BE PROPOSED. 

Several members of the City Council, 
acting in co-operation with prominent citi- 
zens, have prepared the outlines for a new 
ordimance in relation to the oll industry, 
which they propose submitting to the Coun- 
cil for action by that body. Each well is 
to be taxed in the sum of $5 per month, 
which, it is estimated, would increase the 
city’s revenues $1000 per month. The or- 
dinance reads as follows: 

“It shall be unlawful to drive casing, 
* tools or turn tools with the bull- 
wheel in such manner as to disturb the 
peace and comfort of the residents in 

p.m, a.m., within the follow- 
ing-described district: 

“Commencing at the corner of Pico and 
Figueroa streets, running thence westerly 
on Pico to the west city limits, thence 
northerly on the west city limits to a 
point which would be a combination south- 
erly of Barrome street, on said western 
city limits, thence northerly on Barrome 
street to Finst street, thence easterly to 
Alvarado street, thence northerly to Belle- 
vue avenue, thence easterly on Bellevue 
avenue to Douglas street, thence southerly 
to Temple, thence to Edgeware road, 
thence northerly to Bellevue avenue, east- 
erly to Pearl street, southerly to Tem- 
ple, westerly to Fremont avenue, south- 
erly to Mignonette street, westerly on 
Mignonette to Beaudry avenue, southerly 
to Figueroa street. southerly on Fig- 
ueroa street to place of beginning. 

All derricks within said district erected 
for the purpose operating any drill or 
pump in connection with such well, shall 
be taken down after the abandonment of 
such well, and the cessation of pumping 


or drilling for the space of thirty da 
— be construed as abandon - — 
well.

“It shall de unlawful to allo any 
sludge, mud, water, refuse or waste to run 
on any street, alley or sidewalk. 

“It shall be unlawful for any person 
operating any steam boiler within the dis- 
trict’ prescribed to permit the same to 
whistle or make any other loud or unnec- 
essary noises at any time. 

“The office of oil-well inepector is here- 
by created, to be appointed by the fire 
commission, to serve during their pleas- 
ure. Said inepector shall be a person hav- 
ing a practical knowledge of machinery 
generally, and familiar with the most- 
approved methods and appliances used in 
connection with engines and boilers, and 
especially such as pertain to the preven- 
tion of smoke and gases escaping there- 
from, and his sole and constant duty shall 
be to enforce this ordinance and protect 
the inhabitants of this city, particularly 
Debween 9 p.m. and 5 a.m., from annoy- 
anceand danger, and any neglect or viola- 
tion of duty by such officer shall subject 
him to dismiesal. 

“Said oil inspector shall have the power 
of a police officer, and shall receive a Sal- 
ary of $100 per month. 

“Any person violating this ordinance 
shall be subject to a fine of not less than 
$5 nor more than $500, and be liable to 
six months’ imprisonment.

Important Decision. 


OPINION ON THE PASADENA TOWWN- 
SHIP LEASE. 

Judge York has rendered a decision in 

the case of T. Chrisholm vs. George Beck, 

from the judgment of a justice 
court on questions of law and fact, which 
rules that, after the judgment of default 
is emtered, the evidence cannot be re- 
viewed by the Superior Court. 

The complaint was filed in the Justice 
Court of Pasadena township on February 
16, 1895. Om February 21 the defendant 
appearing, «pecially filed in the Justice 
Court a motion to dismiss the case for 
want of jurisdiction over the person or 
property of said George W. Beck.“ 

The defendant filed an affidavit, stating 
that the contract was entered into in San 
Gabriel township; and the plaintiff filed 
a counter affidavit, deposing that the con- 
2 was entered into in Pasadena town- 

ip. 

The motion to dismiss was eet for hear- 
ing for March 9, 1895. On March 8 the 
plaintiff, ‘by his attorney,“ demanded a 
judgment by default, and such judgment 


was entered. 

On March 16 defendant served and filed 
a notice of appeal to thie court from that 
judgment, moving for an affirmation of 
the judgment of the Justice Court. Both 
parties have appeared and argued the 
moti : 


on. 

Judge York’s decision is that, where an 
appeal is taken from a judgment by de- 
fault, the court can consider the appeal 
on questions of law only. There were no 
issues of fact presented in the court below, 
and the case was decided on an issue of 
law. 

It was not necessary that it should be 
stated in the complaint where the de- 
fendant lived or where the contract was 
made. A case was presented to the jus- 
tice, showing prima facie juriediction to 
hear and determine the controversy. The 
motion to dismies was denied, after the 
judgment of default, and upon evidence 
which cannot be brought before this court 
for review. 

Defendant could have pleaded the facts 
eet forth in his affidavits to negative the 
prima facie case of jurisdiction pre- 
sented to the justice, or have appealed 
on questions of fact, as well as law, and 
had a trial de novo in this court, and a 
determination by thie court of the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction upon the evidence of 
defendant or place of making the con- 
tract. 

Defendant having made no issue of this 
character in the court below, but having 
elected to stand upon euch evidence on a 
motion to dismiss. no review of the evi- 
dence can be made here, and the judg- 
ment must ‘be affirmed on the prima fac‘e 
case shown by the justice’s record. 


Sentenced to Folsom. 

On motion of the District Attorney two 
informations were filed in Department One 
yesterday morning, charging W. M. Clark 
with entering the dwelling of Ah Hing on 
May 22 and the dwelling of Gong Ching on 
May 30; and stealing a revolver from each 
place. The defendant was present in court 
and waived all legal rights; was duly ar- 
raigned, entered bis plea of guilty to both 
informations, whereupon Judge Smith sen- 
tenced him to be punished by imprison- 
ment at Folsom for two years on the first 
count and one year on the second.

“AMONG THE MINERS. 


NEW DISCOVERIES IN SOUTH- 
ERN CALIFORNIA. 


Several New Locations Made on the 
Desert—Some Rich Placers Re- 
ported—The Cargo Much- 

acho Closed Down. | 


Locations have been filed, says the 
Nuevo, Cal, Sentinel on the Aguajito 
mine, east of Banner. The same parties 
who have made these locations are de- 
veloping the Biebada mine, near the same 
place. Some fine lote of ore have been re- 
cently milled and there wére over fifty tons 
of good milling ore ready for the stamps. 

Good mews thas been received at San 


Bernardino from the August, Star, Great 


Bernstein and Golden Gate mines, all of 
which have recently been located. They 
are all gold claims except the Bernstem, 
and are situated to the east of the Me- 
Haney mines, about one hundred and ten 
miles east of San Bernardino. Assays of 
ore from these mines run as high as $604 
per ton. 

The Times’ correspondent at Riverside 
writes that the reports from the Desert 
Queen mine are to the effect that the ore 
is improving the deeper it goes. The 
statement is made that six tons of ore 
cleaned up 148 ounces of gold, valued at 
$2220, an average of $370 per ton. At pres- 
emt only a two-stamp mill is being worked, 
but a five-stamp mill will be erected. This 
mill, it is claimed, will enable them to turn 
out from $40,000 to $50,000 a month. There 
were 200 tons of ore in the dump and they 
had only gone down sixty feet. . 

The San Diego Union says, H. A. How- 
ard, Frank Robbins and Thomas Lombard 
have gone to the Jacalitos mines m Lower 
California, where Mr. Howard has some 
mining properties. A mill, now be 
made at the Standard Iron Works, will be 
shipped there. 

Some rich placer mines are reported dis- 
covered on the desert. They are stated to 
be about twelve miles east of the Cargo 
Muchacho. 

Advices to The Times from Yuma state 
that, after years of operation the Cargo 
Muchacho mine has closed down and the 
hands discharged. The ore body has been 
exhausted, and no prospecting will be done 
at present. 

The Hedges gold placers, near Yuma, are 
gttracting attention here, and several de- 
partures have been made for there. At Mes- 
quite one Mexican found $22 worth of 
gold dust, which he took out in two hours, 
The claims are under uncertain title, and 
no work is being done pending the settle- 
ment of the question. 

Work, says the Phoenix (Ariz.) Repub- 
lican, has been in progress preparing a 
site for the erection of the Bulldog mill. 
The owners of the mine have been negoti- 
ating with a San francisco firm for the 
machinery, and as soon as the site is 
ready the mill will go up. 


The Nogales Oasis says word has been | 


received from London that work on the 
Catoctin mining-property was to be re- 
sumed. The mines are only a few miles 
distant from Prescott. 

The American copper producers have, it 
is reported, agreed to restrict shipments 
to 60,000 tons for the year, and European 
producers have agreed to reduce the out- 
put 6 per cent. 

Extensive preparations are being made 
to develop the Arica mines on the Colo- 
rado River, below Ehrenberg, which have 
recently passed under control of a 
wealthy syndicate.

MORONGO DISTRICT. 


Outlook Good—Interesting Report of 
Several Mines. 

LONE VALLEY (Cal.,) June 2.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.) The outlook for 
development in the mines of Morongo 
mining district is decidedly promising. 
The Rose mill is running every day on 
ore taken from the recent discovery on 
the 425-foot level, and they are also 
shipping considerable high grade ore to 
Selby’s at San Francisco. There is from 
eight to twelve inches of high grade ship- 
ping ore,-and from five to seven feet of 
low grade rock which ie run through the 
stamp mill. There are sixteen men on 
the pay-roll, besides the superintendent, 
Dr. Shugart of Riverside, and the force 
is soon to be increased. 

The Morongo King has shut down, and 
all men discharged but two. The ledge 
pinched, and it was deemed advisable to 
do more prospecting before attempting to 
work a large force of men. It is stated, 
however, ‘that the mil will be started 
again as soon as enough ore has been 
sorted to make a run. This will prob- 
ably be in about ten days. 

A shift of men has been and is now at 
work sinking a shaft in a piece of ground 
between the Lizzie Christie and the Cou- 
pon claims. The Lizzle Christie or Roar- 
ing Gimlet, as it is commonly called, is 
tthe westerly extension of the Rose, and 
was supposed to contain the pay vein, 
and the Coupon lies parallel with and to 
the north of the Gimlet. The two claims 
were supposed to adjoin, but recent sur- 
veys disclosed a vacant strip between 
them. This strip was located by A. Watts 
and Nelse Wager, and has been bonded 
to the English company’ now operating 
placer mines in Holcomb Valley. The 
surveys also disclose the fact that the 
pay chute diseovered by the Rose runs 
through this strip, which is called the 
Gem. A shaft 4x6 in the clear, divided 
into two passageways, 4x4 and 2x4 feet 
for the cage and ladder respectively, is 
now being sunk. It is now about fifty 
feet in depth, and is to be sunk vertically 
from 300 to 400 feet before drifting to 
strike the pay ore. It will be planked 
from top to bottom with two-inch plank. 
shouldered together at the corners, and 
will cost about $2000. The Rose mine 
owners have bonded the Gimlet claim and 
assert that the Gem is included in tthe 
Gimiet or Coupon, so a suit will prob- 
ably be instituted, but it is thought. by 
some that no move will be made before 
the shaft is completed, for the reason 
that the shaft would be of great utility 
to the Rose, if M wins, and if it loses it 
will not be in any worse shape on ac- 
of the shaft being completed. 

that the Rose is sold 


‘and the money now in escrow awaiting 
approval of the deeds, but although this 
statement comes from one in authority, 
the names of the purchasers cannot be 
ascertained. Judson, the Colton expert 
who first sold the Rose to its present 
owners, is stated to be now in New York 
to consumate the deal. 

The owners of the Altuma mine, about 
three and a half miles south of the Rose 
mine, have purchased the Blackhawk mill 
amd are now preparing to move # to their 
mine. This is a matter of more @ifficilty 
than will be appreciate? by many, for the 
reason that the mine is situated in a 
steep, sharp granite hog-back, and the mill 
must be hauled up a rocky canyon, ‘the 
last mile of which will average about 
80 deg. in inclination, and from the top 
of the hog-back the mili must be lowered 
1000 feet down into An elope Creek. The ide 
of the hog-back, down which the mill must 
be lowered is very steep, at least 45 deg. 
in inclination, and is thickly covered with 
large granite boulders. 

The ore of the Altuma seems to be noth- 
ing but decomposed granite, but is said to 
assay well. The property is developed by 
several shafts, none very deep, and three 
tunnels. Two of the tunmels cut the ledge 
at no great depth, but the third one will 
tap the ledge at about four hundred feet 
from the eurface. This tunnel is now in 
about four hundred and fifty feet, and it is 
calculated to tap the ledge at 590 feet. 
The contractor, who had taken the work at 
$3.15 per foot, recently struck hard blue 
granite aud threw up his contract, so at 
present the work is practically at a stand 
still, but a new force will soon be put to 
work and the tunnel pushed to comple- 
tion. In running the tunnel, at 300 feet 
an etght-foot ledge of decomposed granite 
was cut, which ts stated to average about 
$6 per ton, perfectly free milling. 

McLean of Victor has been engaged by 
the Akuma Company to hau! the mill to 
the mine site, and Fred Hisom of San Ber- 
nardino will superintend its erection. A 
forec of seven men are now at work making 
the road from camp to the mill site, a 
distance of about two miles, the way the 
road must go, but about one mile im a 


straight line. 

„Big Smith is working on his claims 
down Rattlesnake Canyon, and Meitzgar 
& “Metcalf are doing the same. “Jim” 
Smart, one of the former owners of the 

, bas been polishing the head of a 
drill on the highest red spot in sight on 
the ine of the Rose, but with nothing but 
indications as yet. 

Lewis & Townsend have begun work on 
the Belle, and expect to put in the en- 
tire summer sinking a shaft on the con- 
tact. Some very rich ore has been taken 
from stringers in the foot wall, but the 
main ledge, which has the same general 
appearance as the Rose ore, assays low in 
gold. This is expected to change as depth 
is attained 

The weather for the past week has been 
cold and windy. Tuesday and Tuesday 
night the air was highly charged with elec- 
tricity, and, after each severe gust of wind, 
by drawing the hand down the roof of a 
tent, a string of sparks would fly from 
each finger. The wind was also accompa- 
nied by several insignificant snowstorms, 
and ice has been common. 

The Rose has just completed a clean 
up, resulting in 113% ounces of m, 
and besides this the apron plate and shak- 


ing table have been cleaned up every day 


or two, so that the total clean up is prob- 
ably about 200 ounces of amalgam, which 
is about one-third gold. 


INDIVIDUAL SYSTEM. 


How it Worked in Newcastle, Penn- 
sylvania. 


The results of individualism in the 
New Castle (Pa.) schools, as shown by Su- 
perintendent W. J. Shearer, in the Jour- 
nal of Education, are thus summarized: 

„Last year 33 per cent. of the pupils in 
this city passed to advanced work before 
the end of the year. 

“Fifty per cent. of the pupils now in the 
highest grammar grade, having finished 
the work of that grade by January, at once 
took up the work of the high school, and 
will, therefore, be able to finish the high 
school course of four years in three years. 

Ninety per cent. of those in the next 
lowest grammar grade will be able to do 
do the same, while guite a number will 
be able to gain two years. 

“Forty-five per cent. of all the pupils 
now in the schools of this city have al- 
ready passed to advanced work. But for 
the present method of grading all the 
above-mentioned pupils would have had to 
‘mark time’ in reviews until the rest 
‘caught up.’ 

As all the above are statements of 
actual results, I may be permitted to add 
that, under the present system of grad- 
ing, it may be said with reasonable ac- 
curacy that those who finish the course 
will average a gain of three years, while 
90 per cent. of all the pupils will gain 
from one to four years. This statement is 
made after a careful analysis of the re- 
sults obtained in this city during the past 
two years, and will prove to have been 
conservative. As the majority go to school 
only until they are of a certain age this 
means that either they will get more edu- 
cation and thus be better fitted for life, 
or this time will be added to their produc- 
tive lives. While, if all get the same 
amount of schooling as they would under 
the former system, it would mean a gav- 
ing to the district, in cost of tuition, of 
from $20 to $80 per pupil. When this is 
multiplied by the thousands, the financial] 
aln becomes more apparent.“

of the use of the word ‘“‘Ishmaelite’’ in re- 
ferring to a bad little boy who was sent 
to Whittier on account of his innate cus- 
sedness. The correspondent assumes that 
by calling him an “‘Ishmaelite’” some slur 
was intended on his religion—though as 
a matter of fact the reporter who wrote 
the item had no knowledge of the tad’s 
“leaning’’ to any church. It is a unique 
idea that such a use of the word ‘‘Ishmael- 
ite’, so commonly applied nowadays to an 
outcast or other friendiess individual, 
should reflect upon any religion.

of poisonous snakes, from that of the 
deadly pichicuate (a snake more poisonous 
than the rattlesmake) to the sting of 4 
bee, applying it internally and externally, 
emi I have never known it to fail im a

pemetrate the system. I always keep it in 
my house, and have saved the lives of my 
children with it. I brought a small quan- 
tity of this weed with me when I came 
here from Mexico with my family a year 
ago, and will gladly give some to any one 
suffering from the bite of a poisonous 
reptile or the after effects of it. This 
‘weed is perfectly harmless to the system; 
one can drink a bowl full of the tea made 
from it without any injury whatever.

Simce the discovery of the 
McHaney mine, which naturally gave re- 
newed energy to p and claim- 
owners, several sales of claims have been 
effected. In the Eagle Mountains, about 
fifty miles from here, Jim Bailey sold a 
very promising gold prospect for $5000 to 
H. R. O’Bryan of Los Angeles. The par- 
ties are perfecting arrangements and will 
soon have a stamp mill under construction. 

Another sale was made for the snug sum 
of $2500 to some Colton parties. 

Peter Lenhardt and Ralph Marshall have 
a claim that promises to be a valuable 
property. They have sunk eighteen feet 
and have a splendid vein of gold ore that 
assayed $164. In the same district Mr. 
Hench has partially developed a claim that 
mining-men prophesy will some day make 
its owners wealthy. Taken altogether the 
indications are that there will be a great 
deal of work done on the desert mines 
this fall, and there is reason to believe 
that mot all will be disappointed who 
stake their faith on the venture. 

In the neighborhood of the McHaney 
mine, Mr. Near, an ex-railroad conductor, 
with another party, have a claim from 
which they have taken some good rock, 
although they have spent most of their 
time prospecting. They had two tons 
milled at Tingman & Holland’s mill with 
highiy satisfactory results. 

The Lost Horse, owned and operated by 
a company, is a good, steady, paying mine. 
Tingman & Holland also seem to do- 
ing a good deal of work, and it ts believed 
they are getting good returns.

(H. W. Buckbee in Southern Cultiva- 
tor:) Do not look béyond your reach 
for wealth when it lies all about you. In 
this wonderful age of improvement, you 
must move on in the line of march, or 
let your next-door neighbor dig the jew- 
els from the soil. Many of our young 
men are not contented with the beautiful 
old homestead, the green fields, and much 
that makes one independent on the farm, 
but in their anxiety for gain, push out 
to large cities, or some distant land, 
where, in nine cases out of ten, they 
would have been happier and wealthier 
had they put that same life and 
energy on the farm. 

The world demands men who will work. 
The curse of our country today is the 
multitudes of idle ones who demand not 
9 a living, but even luxuries thrown 
n. 

Nothing in this life can be gained with- 
out work. Be careful in choosing 
an occupation, start right, and the out- 
come will be fruitfulness. If you are 
interested in your vocation, and are in- 
dustrious, your work, even though hard, 
will be a pleasure. 

Try and interest your boys in your work. 
To do this you must encourage them in 
their small beginming. Stake out one acre 
of land for your boy for his own use. By 
this 1 do not mean the poorest land on 
your farm, but the’ very best, and see also, 
to commence with, that it is well en- 
riched. Start them fright, as the first 
year’s trial will be apt to decide their 
future. 

Put in something that is in demand, and 


| that always commands good prices. How 


many farmers have first-class seed corn 
that will test 95 per cent. when planting 
time arrives? A fine grade of seed corn 
that your neighbors know ie right in every 
respect will prove a very profitable invest- 
ment for you. When you have an article 
to sell. give vour customers something that 
is value received, and your trade is estab- 
lished. The same hints may be applied 
to all varieties of grain. There is a good 
imcome awaiting you at your very doors; 
‘Seize your grand opportunity. 

There is always money to be made in 
growing early onions, for bunching. Try a 
few of the best bottom sets to start with. 

y can be planted in rows one inch apart, 
fourteen inches between the rows, as soon 
as the ground can be worked in the 
spring. 

Do not plant any crop until you have 
first given proper attentiin to the prepar- 
ation of your ground. Plow thoroughly 
and do not leave any dead furrows, unless 
ground is apt to overflow. If such be the 
case, it is best to back-rurrow every 
forty feet, leaving dead furrows to carry 
off surplus water. By continuing this 
method two seasons, the land will be prup- 
erly ridged and will dry off quickly. This 
treatment applies to low land only. Har- 
row the ground as soon as practicable go 
as to pulverize all lumps, then plank one 
or both ways. If the ground is not then 
in fine condition, harrow and phank again. 

Onions from seed are one of the most 
profitable crops that can be planted. They 
do best in a rich, light, loamy soil, and, 
unlike most vegetables, succeed well when 
cultivated on the same ground for succes- 
sive years. They may be planted as early 
in spring as the ground can be worked, 
allowing four pounds per acre. Sow thiniy 
in drills about one-fourth inch deep and 
one foot apart between the rows. When 
the young plants are strong enough, thin 
gradually so they will stand about three 
inches apart, keeping the surface of the 
ground open and free from weeds by fre- 
quent hoeing; take care not to stir the 
soil too deeply or to collect it about the 
growing bulbs. 

Peas are also money-makers, and should 
be planted the very first day in the 
spring that the ground can be worked, as 
a few days make a great difference in 
your returns. Three to four hundred dol- 
lars are often realized on this crop. One 
of the best early peas is the lightning ex- 
press, and for a heavy yield and earliness, 
they are bard to beat, as they ripen very 
evenly and are a sure cropper. The sweet- 
est early pea for family use is the Ameri- 
can wonder or McLean’s little gem, and 
always command the highest price in the 
market, but are not as heavy yielders as 
the lightning express. For market use, 
plant im rows three feet apart, sowing 
quite thickly in the row to a depth of 
three inches. From one to two bushels of 
seed are required to plant an acre in this 
way. By a succession of sowing about 
two weeks apart, fine peas may be had all 
summer. By giving your best attention to 
this crop, keeping free from weeds and 
well cultivated, you will feet richly repaid. 
Care should be taken in having your peas 
picked at the proper time, as customers 
desire them fresh and tender. Gee that the 
stock is clean, give good measure, and

holding public meetings at stated intervals 
that questions pertaining to the advance- 
ment of the city amd county may be dis- 
cussed and acted upon in accordance with 
‘the wishes of a majority of the membe 
of the organization. 

A large number of representative citi- 
zens were present, and a great deal of in- 
terest was manifested in making the or- 
ganization a factor in the upduilding of 
the interests of the city and county. The 
present Chamber of Commerce has been 
in existence for several years, but there 
has not been the interest taken in it that 
there should have been. The time has 
come now for Santa Ana and all Orange 
county to put its best foot forward. The 
air of development has pervaded the en- 
tire county, and if the enterprising resi- 
dents of the city and county will but co- 
operate thoroughly, the Santa Ana Valley 
will go ahead as it has never done before. 
The subject of public improvéments was 
freely discussed, and considerable was 
said about what a power the Chamber of 
Commerce could be in this respect. For 
instance, the question of the municipal 
ownership of the electric Nghting system 
is now being agitated, and the fact has 
been demonstrated that one or two mem- 
bers of the Board of City Trustees are in- 
clined to keep the matter, if possible, 
from going to a vote of the people. Here 
is an opportunity for well-orgamzed effort 
by the chamber to assist in furthering the 
interests of the city. Riverside has just 
voted bonds, almost unanimously, for an 
electric lighting system, and the enterpris- 
ing residents of Santa Ana are free to say 
that this city cannot afford to linger in 
the background. 

EQUAL SUFFRAGE DBBATED. 

It has at last been decided, at last by 
a number of ladies and gentlemen in Santa 
Ana, that the right of euffrage must not 
be extended to women yet for a while.

Election for Street-paving Bonds 
Handsomely Carried. 

RIVERSIDE, June 6.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The election today in this 
city on the proposition to. issue $90,000 
worth of bonds for street paving and im- 
provement was carried with a rousing 
majority. Tem hundred and ninety-five 
votes were polled, about 80 per cent. of 
the total of the city.

That 
portion of the Algodones grant lying in 
Arizona was confirmed to the claimants in 
the United States Court of Private Land 
Claims two vears ago, but appealed by the 
government to tae Supreme Court. A de- 
cision in the case is looked for within the 
next year. The settlement of the case 
will be a boon to Yuma, as the grant em- 
braces five-sixths of the agricultural land 
in this vicinity. 

The first ripe watermelons came into 
market last Sunday, and will soon be 
shipped East and West in quantities. 
About 150 acres have been planted in 
melons by the valley ranchers, and sev- 
eral hundred carloads will be available 
for shipment. The melon ranchers suf- 
fered severe toss last year on account of 
the great strike, but hope this year to 
recoup their losses.
